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The Senate has now completed action on H.2. 6829, the Militery Cone 
struction Hill, Pitle IY of which contsing authorization for the con- 
struction of a headquarters installation for the Central Intelligence 
Agency. As you know, the House previously pasaed H.2. 6829, Title ¥ of 
which contained e similar authorisetion. However, there are certain 
differences between the Senate and House versions of these two Mtiles 
concerning which I should like to express my views prior to the confer- 
ance between the House and the Senate on these Billa.

fe I advised you in my letter of 15 June 1955, and as I testified 
before your Committees, one of the possible locations which we are con- 
sidering for our headquarters installation is the dovernment-cwned lan: 
at the Research Station of the Jureau of Public Yoads at Langley, fair~ 
fax County, Virginia. This site, however, would not be feasible with- 
out the axtension of the George Washington Memorial Parkway from its 
present terminus near Spout “un to the Bureau of Public feads vroverty 
eoea Gistance of approximately seven wiles. 


the senate version of this Bi11 would authorise 38,500,060 to be 
available for transfer to the Kational Capite] Planming Commission ari 
vhe Separtment of the Interior for acquisition of land for and construc- 
tion to extend the George Washington Memorial Perkway to the Langley 
site, this amount to be available only if the Langley site were finslly 
selected. ie appreciate the Senate's faverable consideration of our 
request in thia regard and hope that the House will see fit te acopt it 
algo. 
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the Senate version would likewise reduce the 36,000,000 originally 
requested for the acquisition of lend for a site te $1,000,960. our 
original requeat wes made in order to provide for the possibility of 
constructing our headquarters installation within the Distriet of selus- 
bie. It is now apparent that both your Committes and the Senate Armed 
“ervices Committes would prefer thet we construct our headquarters out- 
side of the District proper, which is entirely agreeable. Accordingly, 
i amour in thia redustion. Of course, if we were to locate on the 
Jovernuent property at Langley we weuld not expend any part of the 
1,000,000 suthoriaed fer the acquisition of land for a aite. However, 
there is an apparent teoknical error in Section 502(h) of the Senate 
+sPeion of the 4Liitary Construction 8111 in that a total of $53,500,006 
would be authorised, whereas in order te provide for the 21,000,000 for 
vite acquisition, which will be necessary if we do not leeate at Langley, 
unis totel shovld be 354,500,000. ie hewe pointed this out to chairman 
Stenais and I attech a ecepy of our letter te him in this regard. 


ihe csnate Jomelittee has alse approved of lenguage directing the 
Asministrator of the General Services Administration to demligh sco- 
callec temporary buildings containins spece amtivelent to that which 
woula bs released by the Jentral Intelligence Agency when it moves inte 
its new headquarters. sve, of coures, heave no objection this provise. 


There is one principe]. point which concarns me greatly. The senate 
Wergion would reduce the swe to be made available for the soanstrustion 
of the headquarters installation itself frem $50,000,000 to 345,000,000. 
i have written to Senator Stennis, the Subcommittee dhairman, of my 
serious concern about this reduction inasmuch as ve have made every ef- 
fort to prasent a realistic estiuate of owr cost and feel that she con- 
struction of our buliding might be jeopardise seriously if less then 
the 50,000,000 requested for this purpose ware finally authorized. [ 
om @lao attaching a copy of my letter to jenator Stemnis in this regard. 


4 Wish to aswure you thet it is my ussire to construct for this 
ipency @ nommaorrumental headquarters bulicing with the highest possible 
utLidty at the lewest eost to the Govermment. As a result of the studies 
which we have sade and the procedures followed in arriving st our esti- 
mate of ¥$0,000,000, I feel strongly that we would not have the flexie 
vility to meet our recuirements if this excunt were recuced, 


i sincerely hope that the House-Jenate conferees can agree te pro- 
vice for the extension of the Jsors ‘‘ashingtom Hemorie] Parkway If 
‘angley is finelly selected as a site, that the apparent technical e«r- 
vor in Section $02(4) of the Senste veraion involving 31,000,000 ean ve 
corructed, and, above all, that the [ull amount of 850,000,000 requested
